The College of Sorbonne: is the Glory of

mitred into this College bur Divines, nor 
none under the Degree of Dottors. Their 
number. is about Scventy, their Allowance is 
a Pint of Wine, (which. is almoſt our Quart) 
and a Quantity of Bread daily. Meat they 
have none allow'd them , unleſs they pay 
for it. Theſe DoGiars confer Degrees, and 
in their ſcveral rurns read fix times a! day, 
three in the Forenoon, and as many in the 
Fpmoge, _ Dagtora with the Parlia-

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ment of Paris, are the Pillars of the Fresch 
Liberties, and indeed are very jealous of the 
leaſt Circumſtances in which the Privileges of 
their Nation might be endanger'd, and on all 
occaſions will ſhew they diſapprove whar' they 


can't remedy. This-Univerfity is Governed 


by a Refor, a Vice-Chancellor, four Proffors, 
as many Istranta, and the Regent Maſters. 
In exerCifes of 'Learning, the Re- 
Hor of Sorbonne takes place next the Princes 
of rhe Bl0d, before the Cardinals ; bur at 0- 
cher times' gives them Precedence, bar ar no 
time will give it to Archbiſhops, or Biſhops. ; of 
which rhere was ſome time a remarkable In- 
ſtance. The King having ſummon'd an Aſ- 
fembly of twenty five Biſhops to confulr a- 
bour Church Afﬀairs, they choſe the College 
of Sorbonne for their Senate-houſe, and the 
DoGQtor that was to Preach before thera be- 
g1nning his Oration with Rewerendiſſimi Reffor 
& wos Ampliſſimi Praſules, ' the ' Archbiſhop 
of Rowen interrupted him, and commanded 
him to invert his Style, which he no ſooner 
obey'd, but the ReQtor preſently riſes up with 
Impcno tibi filentium, which is an Injunction 
within the compaſs of his Power. Upon this, 
the Preacher being Tongue ty'd, the Contro- 
yerſy grew hot between the Biſhops and the: 
Re&or, both Parties eagerly contending for 
Priority, till a Cardinal, wiſer than the reft, 
defired rhe Queftion might be laid aſide for 
that time, and that the Re&or would permit 
the-DoFor to deliver his Sermon without aPre- 
ludium, 'To which the Re&or conſented, and 
che Diſpute for that time was ended.

Houſes in the Country ; and here we paſſed 
by. Madrid, ſo call'd from the King of Spain's 
Palace art Madrid, after the Form of which it 
is, builr. The Founder was Francis I. A well

ney lay beyond ir. 

A League further is Rzal, alittle Town be- 
longing to the Abby of St. Denys, in Which is 
a pleaſant Summer-houſe, adorn'd with a- 
bundance of retir'd Walks, and a curious 
varicty of Water-works; for beſides the 
Forms of divers Glafſes, Pillars, and Geo+ 
metrical Figures, all form'd by the Water, 
there were Birds of ſundry ſorts, ſo Artifi- 
cially contriv'd, that they both deceiv'd the 
Eye by their Motion, and the Ear by their 
Melody. Somewhat higher, in the midſt of 
2 pleaſant Garden, are two Fountains of ad- 
mirable Workmanſhip. In the firſt is the I- 
mage of Cerberus, the Boar of Calidon, the 
Neme4n Lyon, and in the Navel of it, Hercules 
killing Hydra. In the other only a Crocodile 
full of wild and unruly Tricks, ſending from 
his Throat a Mulick not much differing from 
char of Organs, and had your Eyes been ſhur, 
you Would have thought your ſelf in a Ca- 
chedral Church ; for the Melody of the Cro- 
codile and the Birds, cxaCtly counterfeited the 
Harmony of a well order'd Quire.
